As a Church it may 
make Saints, but it has also in its 
membership many ‘sinners. It 
eschews Puritanism and has great 
capacity for forgiveness. It is con- 
cerned more with gathering people 
Into the ark that under the in- 
fluence of Christ they may be made 
Saints. Here again the Church of 
England has always taken the 
middle position. I don’t pretend 
that we have ever thought {t out. 
The Church of England as such has 
no central mind at any given time.
